Ottawa. Aug. 2.—(Canadian Press». 
-Trading with Roumania is prac¬ 
tically out of the question at the 
present time, owing to th«* exchange 
situation. In the weekly bulletin of 
the Deportment of Trade and Com¬ 
merce* the Canadian Trade Commis¬ 
sioner in Roumunia states that the 
Roumanian lei. whl<4i has a par vaiU“ 
of approximately nineteen cents, is 
now quoted at between two and two 
and a half cents. He atatss that ne¬ 
gotiation* are in progress with a 
view to tho exchange of products on 
a barter basis. 

The Commissioner slates that a 
transportation crisis prevails In 
Roumania. due chiefly to the de¬ 
ficiency of locomotives in good 
working order. When the Germany 
and Austrians evacuated Roumania 
they took with them most of the lo¬ 
comotives in running order, and 
though Roumania subsequently ob¬ 
tained many from Hungary, they 
were not suitable. The result is that 
Greater Roumania. with a total uf 
42.500 miles of railway, has only 
about 200 locomotives in good work¬ 
ing order.
